TAKING THE CENSUS. 


The Enormous Amount of Work Done in 
One Day. 

By the use of about seventy machines 
it was found possible to declare the pop- 
ulation of the United States in six weeks 
after the enumeration was completed. 
The work done, however, was equiva- 
lent to the counting of 125,000,000 per- 
sons, since it was deemed necessary, in 
order to insure accuracy, that every 
schedule should be’ counted twice. It 
was of course natural that the rapidity 
at which the count proceeded should in- 
frease as the clerks familiarized them- 
selves with the use of the machines. 
The record of the most efficient day’s 
work, says a writer in the Chautauquan, 
shows the registration of 1,342,318 fami- 
lies) or about 6,711,590 persons. To 
brinse this amount of work within the 
compass of the mind so as adequately to 
appreciate what it means, requires the 
graphic language of the gentleman who 
invented the electric tabulator with 
which it was done. He says: 

‘This means that the clerks handled 
about fifteen tons of population sched- 
ules. They actually turned over sheet 
by sheet this mass of paper, scrutinizing 
each schedule, often correcting the er- 
rors of the enumerators and recording 
the data on the machines, besides mak- 
ing numerous transfers to result slips 
and attending to many other details of 
the work. An engineer might indeed 
stop to calculate the number of horse- 
power of physical energy developed by 
this clerical force. Or if one ean not

It was the great speech of Senator 
Stewart which gave the Elections bill 


its first set back, aided afterwards by 
those of Senators Teller and Wolcott. 
The ‘‘Congressional Record’, of the 
6th inst. shows that Senator George, 
of Mississippi, had the floor to speak 
on the bill. At the request of Senator 
Stewart, he gave way fora motion to 
set aside the pending bill and take up 
the financial measure. Mr. Hoar, 
who had charge of the Elections bill 

immediately sprung to his feet and 
claimed that under the understandiag 
had, the Senator from Georgia had no 
right to give way for such a motion 
and thereby displace the peuding bill. 
The chair ruled inst the Senator 
from Massachusetts, and he called for 
the yeas and nays. The vote disclosed 
a majority in favor of taking up the 
financial bill. Senator Stewart then 
offered his free. coinage amendment 
and spoke at some length on its adop- 
tion. He had charge of the bill dur- 
ing its whole consideration, and was 
constantly in his seat watching its 
progress, answering interrogatories 
put to him, and refuting false state- 
ments attributing sinister motives to 
those who advocated free coinage. 

An examination of the ‘‘Congress- 
ional Record’’ will show what an im- 
portant part Senator Stewart acted in 
thismatter. It will also show that 
Senator Jones took but little part dur- 
ing the whole discussion of the bill 
until on the day when the final vote 
was taken when he spoke at length. 

This is written simply fur the pur- 
pose of giving to Senator Stewart the 
credit which id now being given to 
Senator Jones by some Nevada news- 
papers, that seemingly do not under- 
stand the situation, for having the 
Elections bill laid aside and bringing 
to the front the proposition for the 
free coinage of silver.
